How To Protect Your Home 
In Event of A Brush Fire 


If you live in a Southerr.- 
California brush area, you 
might be living on the edge 
of disaster this fire season 
if you have not put into ef 
feet long-term fire protection 
measures, warns the Insui- 
ance Information Institute. 

But, advises the Institute, 
there still are some short- 
range .steps you can take 
which just might make tno 
difference should a brush 
fire threaten your home. 

The Institute points out 
that with a critical stage of 
Iho fire season already hard 
upon Southern California, it 
is a little late for the indi¬ 
vidual home owner to take 
such major fire safeguards 
as brusii removal, the plant¬ 
ing of fire-retardant green¬ 
ery, providing his home with 
a fire-resustive roof, or sur¬ 
veying the adequacy cf 


water supplies and emci- 
ge,ncy access routes to his 
home. 

However, the Institute re¬ 
ports, there still is lime tor 
home -owners to take some 
steps to reduce the fire 
throat: 

— Home owners with 
swimming pools should buy 
auxiliary pumps and enough 
hose and plan c.n using the 
pools as soiurces of emer- 
ge.ncy water supply for fire¬ 
fighting They also should 
see to it that, sho-uld the 
need arise, there is enough 
access to the pools for fire 
department vehicles to reach 
1 hem. 

— Approaches to dwel¬ 
lings should be cleared of 
debris — such as litter, lawn 
furnituro, stacked lumber, 
etc. Tnis will reduce a fire’s

QUESTIONS and ANSWERS 

ON THE NEW 

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


1 . QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 

2. QUESTION; Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER; All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company": or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4 . QUESTION; What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing. 

5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names tile new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes. all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code; The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 

6 . QUESTION; Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER; County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 

8 . QUESTION: Is a filing of the new form 
since January 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971. 

9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalt/ will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name. 

10. QUESTION: Where are the printed forms to 
be obtained for this filing and publication pro¬ 
cedure? 

ANSWER: Free forms and service are avail¬ 
able at most newspaper offices or at any office 
of the County Clerk, or from California Newspaper 
Service Bureau, Inc., 210 South Spring Street, Los 
Angeles, California. Phone MA 5-2541. 


11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 

13. QUESTION: Will a change In residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been an/ "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTION; Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used In filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided It is of the 8 I /2 by 11-inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council tor forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 

15. QUESTION: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately. 

17. QUESTION: Where can I see the new law? 

ANSWER: Most of the sections are quoted 
on printed form obtainable free from:

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop’’ and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe’’ or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,’’ the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. 'The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

In 1970 the cost of food stamps in the United States 
was one thousand six hundred million dollars, in 1971 
it will be two thousand four hundred million dollars. 
This is 45 times the cost to the producing taxpayers that 
it was in 1965. 

One of the major costs in the food stamp program 
is the amount now allotted and paid to those on strike 
in various parts of the country. It is estimated by the 
government that the cost for striking workers runs at 
least two hundred million dollars a year, and is rapidly 
going up. 

The House Committee on Agriculture reports that 
the Teamsters strike in Cook County nearly wrecked the 
entire stamp program there and enormous losses on fradu- 
lent allocations took place. USDA is conducting an in¬ 
vestigation. 

In the 10 week strike at General Motors in Detroit 
the Auto Workers members collected about $14 million 
dollars worth of Feder-ally financed food startips. 

James I). Compton, Chairman. AFL-CIA Bargaining 
Committee noted that drawing upon the resources of fed¬ 
eral, state and local welfare agencies were of enormous 
help in prolonging the strike. 

Prominent Senators and Congressmen in both parties 

are raising questions and the claim is made that if 

strikes are to be financed by the taxpayers, collective 

bargaining becomes meaningless.

In 1966 the entire tax tab for 120 state .Senators and 
Assemblymen was $12,086,980 for one year’s work. Each 
man cost us $100,724.83. Then came proposition lA which 
the Legislature put on the ballot. This bill gave the Leg¬ 
islature [xivver to up their take, so now the Senate and 
Assembly cost us $34,996,566. Now each man costs the 
taxpayers $291,6,38.05 per year. 2IX) per cent up in seven 
years.

In fact never have so many taxpayers got 
so little for so much.

I’ve seen some of those docu- boos 
ments and they remind me of Clifford Irving’s autobio- 
graphy of Howard Hughes.

On A Statewide Basis

Of the twenty-two statewide propositions that will 
appear on the ballot this November, two of the proposals, 
if passed, will authorize the state to sell 5315,100,000 
worth of bonds. Both of these 
bond issues will a.ssure the 
conlinaied exce lienee of 
higher education in the 
slate. 

Proposition 1, Public Com- 
munit.v College Facilit i e s 
Bands, proposes to increase 
funding to our community 
college system b 3 ’ $160 mil¬ 
lion. Propo.sition 2, the 
Health Science Facilit i o s 
Bond Act cf 1971, involves 
$155,100,000 for the construc¬ 
tion of facilities at the- Uni¬ 
versity of California to train 
medical profcssio.iYals. 

The 1968 Bond .Act funds 
lor community’ colleges are 
now exhausted, and yet 
there is a substantial .need 
to expand these facilities 
throughout tlie state. The 
pa.'.sage of Proposition 1 
will a.ssure this ni’oded cx- 
jiansion. 

Our 68 community colleges 
have developed a tcn-yeai 
ma.ster pl.un for all campus 
needs which is ba.sed on en¬ 
rollment projec t i o n s de¬ 
veloped by the Department 
of Finance. This enrollment 
data indicates a continua¬ 
tion of growth in the com¬ 
munity college popu'atlo.n. 

And the law mandates that 
community colleges accept 
all students who are cansio- 
erod able to benefit from tho 
education or who possess 
high school diplomas.

Proposition 2 is of special 
concern to me as I was the 
co-author of the legislation 
that placed it on tho ballot. 
The Health Science Facilities 
Bond .Act, if pa.s.sed, will pro¬ 
vide for the construction of 
hc'alth science facilities at 
the University of California. 
Wo i.n California need these 
facilities to meet the mini¬ 
mum needs for the training 
of health care professionals 
in order to maintain reason¬ 
able health standards.
